Credit for the promotion, de-

C. PP. S. Before he came to Col- 
legeville as a student, Fr. Ersing 
had seen many of the famous 
shrines and grottos that dotted 
European landscapes at the time. 
It was only natural for him to 
promote the building of a shrine 
for St. Joseph’s soon after he ar- 
rived. 

It was in 1898 that the original 
grotto was built. Over a firm 
wooden frame, stone after stone 
wag set in place. 

As the years went by, rose 
bushes, flowers, and vines added 
the lustre of their 1 beauty and 
fragrance to the shrine of Our 
Lady. On a protruding rock the 
statue — of the Blessed Mother 
stood; at her feet knelt startled 
Bernadette frozen in stone.
